The second day of the twenty-flflh an¬

nual session of the National Farmers'
Congress ppened bright and beautiful
and the attendance upon the morning
session was something larger than on

the first day.
Again the farmers were a little late

end President Jordan did not let his

gavel fall until 10 o'clock for tho morn¬

ing sessslon, although ^he programmo
called for Its falling at 0:3d.
The first session was especially inter¬

esting In that the papers read caused

tome lively debate, the tariff and tho In·«
come tax being the silbjocts that brought
out the discussion. Hon. L. C. Living¬
ston, a famous Georgia farmer, and a

Démocratie member of Congress from

that State, read a paper on "The Tariff
a», It Affects Agriculture," and Hon. II. C.
Adami«, ti Wisconsin farmer and a Re¬
publican, high protection Congressman,
read a paper on "The Federal Govern¬

ment nnd the Farmers," and these pa¬
pers most naturally dipped Into politics.
Mr. Livingston mod* something ot .a
free trade address, although he called
it a rilen for freer trade, not free trade.
Mr. Adams's address was a tariff speech,
or, more properly 'speaking, a revived
tariff argument. Hon. A. L. Martin, dep¬
uty secretary of agriculture of Pennsyl¬
vania; Hon. W. F. Brown, of Hancock
county, W. Va., and Mr. S. N. Black, a

strong-lunged Illinois farmer, spoke to
Mr. Livingston's address. Tho congress
seemed to be satisfied with Mr. -Adams's
address and nò replies were offered, but
for a while, between the leading address¬
es, It looked n« If the Farmers' Congress
had became tho United States Congress
und a McKinley, a Dlugley or a Wilson
bill was under discussion.

first day, but not near so large as had I
been anticipated. The shortage In at¬
tendance la attributed to the yellow
fever scare, The expected largo delega¬
tions from Louisiana, Florida, Texas,
Alabama and Mississippi are not. here,
because of the yellow fever and the
'.roubles of quarantine. In aildltlon many
lelcgates from the North and North-
vest,- who otherwise would'have been In
ittendnn'co. were frightened uvvay by the
mlk of yellow fever. Many of them
had an Idea that yellow fever rages nil
5ver the South, and It was news to
many who are here, to say nothing
>f those who were scared away, that yel¬
low fever Is unknown In Richmond.
Tho afternoon session wus not alto-

geilier as largely attended as the morn¬
ing session. Many of the delegates woro
out sightseeing. Quite a number of them
nail hired hacks and others took advantage
of the trolley lines to go out In the
suburbs and look over some of the fa¬
mous battlefields.

was an Interesting paper by Hon. J.
Bryan Grimes, of North Carolina, on

Pouth."

WANTS TO GET AT FACTS

Great Deal of Money Expended
and Little ór Nothing

Done. «

(From Our Regular Correspondent.)
WASHINGTON, D. C, Sept. 13..A reso¬

lution providing for an investigation of
the affairs of the Panama CanaJ Com¬

mission will be offered on the first day,
of tho approaching session of Congress.
Representative Hay, of Virginia, said

to-day he would propose such un Investi¬
gation Immediately on the assembling
oí Congress. He has. been making a

close study of thu progress of events

on tho isthmus, or, rather, the lack of

progress, in digging the canal, and he

will have a great mass of Informa¬
tion on band relating to the subject
when Congress assembles.
"J am not charging that anybody Is

guilty of malfeasance or misfeasance In

connection with Panama affairs." said
Mr. Hay. "But the fact remains that
a great deal of money has been ex¬

pended down there and that little or

no progress has been made In the ac-

Uial work of digging the ditch. 1 want

Ihe Congress to nave all the Jacts
before it when wo take up the tjues-
tion of Issuing canal bonds, which will
have to be considered this winter. 1
do not know how good are the chances
of getting such a resolution through
Congress. H Is possible», that some Re¬

publicans will want nil the Information
relating to tho digging of the canal, and
with the help of these we may bo able
to secure an Investigation. But it wns

demonstrated last session, when the Re¬

publicans fought every effort made by
the Democrats to bring a bou,' "hn Investi¬
gation of the wholesale charges of fraud
in tho Postofllce Department, that they
are opposed to every effort to lay cor¬

ruption bare.
"A .resolution to Investigate the af¬

fairs ot the commission should go to

the Commlltee on Military Affairs," said
Mr. Hay, Indicating a wish that It would
take this course, ns he is a member of
that committee. "But It will probably
.be referred to the Committee on Ways
'and Means. When the Republicans want
to whip anything through or to kill a

resolution to Investigate fraud I have
observed thnt they refer It, ns a rule,
to tho Committee on Ways and Means.
"I want to get some Information about

tho awarding of contracts by the com¬
mission amounting to $_0,000,0CO, It Is said,
wlthouL competitive bidding. That wns

contrary to the policy of tho govern-
nient. In great matters and small, it Is
the custom to award the contracts after
competition In tho bidding. I hope we

will gain all tho facts, but I am douht-
ful."

pants smolled the escaping .gas, and

traced the odor to tho kUtchen. Pllngst
Ut a gass jet for the purpose of making
fili Investigation, and the explosion fol¬
lowed.
Tho man was badly burned about the

fuce; his wife's hair caught Are and her
eyebrows were burned -off, and tho two
children were burned about the feet.
Suffering from his o\«m burns, Pllngst

made a. desperate effort to extinguish
the blaze, but was unsuccessful, and the
flames for ? timo threatened the house.
Tho family wns attended by a phy¬
sician.

Used Cork Plug.
The firemen believe the family occu¬

pied the house formerly had tapped the
pipe for the purpose of using a hoso-
llght attachment, nnd that In leaving
they removed the cock from the pipe
and plugged the hole with a cork. This
probably blew out, .Hing tho room' with
gas.

pany, was the feature of to-day's ses¬

sion of the special legislativo commit¬

tee, appointed to probo methods of life

Insurance companies In this State.

Tho defenso of the syndicate was mado

by Mr. Cromwell soon after ho was call¬
ed to the stand In tho morning. Deforo

he wan asked a question, he Begged leave
to say a few words and upon being
directed to proceed, said:

Syndicates Necessary.
"Tho law of combination, which affects

finance, as everything else, has made

syndicates necessary. When I became
treasurer of tho Mutual Life Insurance'
Company, .tho total aseóte, of our com¬

pany were $1(10.000,000. Tho transactions
In my department now are over $100,«00,-
000 por year. When our receipts, wero

loss, twenty years ago, It was quite pos¬
sible for us to buy Trom bond dealers
and pay the successivo protlts, but now

It Is absolutely Impossible to buy ad¬
vantageously large blocks of securities
except ns they are floated by combina¬
tions of capital, popularly called syndi¬
cates, and we have to go Into them to
got our Investments and get them In
sufflclont size and at ground floor prices,
We could not mako our Investments
without syndicate's and we aro partners
In every syndicate which we· go Into. I
want to say further that unless we went

liuto these syndicates we would not bo
able to invest our funds, except by
buying In small quantities and paying
up successive profits of· middle men."

"I ask you, Mr. Hughes, and tho com¬

mittee, to consider' that·we have now
over $4SO,000.0(X) of assets, and while wo

have over $100,000,000 Invested in bonds alnd
mortgages; we nro constantly under the
necessity of finding additional Invest¬
ments for btir* largo accumulations of
funds. Wo could not make transactions
of one hundred millions a year In tho
securities bought by this company with¬
out using syndicates.

Personal Profits.
The acknowledgment of personal profits

was mado In a tabulated statement, which
was presented to tho committee nftor
rocess.' It showed that Mr. Cromwell
had made a personal profit of $20,371 from
syndicate operations during ¡tho past live
years, In which ho Individually and the
Mutual Life Insurance Company hnd
participated. Mr. Hughes, chief counsol
to the committee, Immediately took up
each Item of these syndlcato transactions
In an effort to ascertain tho manner In'
which the profits wt>re obtained.

shared by tho United Statos Mortgngo
and Trust Company nnd the 'Ounrniitoo
Trust Company.

Those which are already on
their way there shall not be die-
patched north of Mukden on the part
of Japan or south of Harbin on the
the part of Russia.

Fifth. The commanders of the- Vl

armies and fleets of..the two power-
shall determine In common accord
the conditions of the armistice In
conformity, with the provisions above
enumerated. ,_

Sixth. The two governments shall
order their commanders Immediately
after the signature of the treaty of
peace ,to put the protocol Into execu¬
tion.
